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Stagarite,that the matter of which Comets or Blazing Stars 
conſiſt, 1s an Erhalation hot and dry, fat and clammy, 
actracted or drawn by vertue of the Heavenly Bodies into 
the higheſt Region, or part of the Air,and ſometimes into 
the Starry Region where 1t 1s cloſely conglutinated 1nto a 
great Lump by reaſon of the conſtant and continued ſupply 
nt hath from below ſo long as there 15 a working to exhale 
it ; and ir being thus compatted and exhaled 1s ſet on fire 
in convenient time, by the exceſſive hear of the place where 
it reſteth.

As often as any Comet appears in the World, thou mayſt 
affuredlv pronounce unto the Inhabiranrs of the Earth tri- 
bulations, ſorrows and affli&ions : This Comet ſignifies many 
fierce tempeſts, borh ar Sea and Land, more impernous 
blaſts of Wind than uſual, ſtrange treacheries, unnatural

There ſeems to be great diſputes, and fecrer 
whiſperings amongſt the vulgar tort 1n moſt Nations of 
| Bay opt, 
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Europe , and we may upon good gronnds expedt many 
dangers and tribulations will attend rheir perſons : but we 
hope in ſome ſhort time they will learn ſo much Expert 
ence as to be able to diſcover their own failings in ta- 
king uncercain and very irregular meaſures. Many are the 
Conjurttions of the Planets this Summer quarter, viz» no 
leſs than five 1n Zune and rhree in Zuly (being all the mucual 
aſpetts of rhe P/azets in thoſe rwo Months ) there is alfo 
ewo Conjunttions 1n Augiſt, beſides an Eclipſe of the Moon 
which 15 toral, but ſcarce viſible 1n our Hemiſphereghe middle 
time Auguit the 8* five hours 5 5 minures Mane. 

All which being duly confidercd ſhews tharduring , this 
Qnarter there will be very *'Tranſcendent Conſultations and 
grand Councils held in moſt Nations of Europe; God Al 
mighty dire& the Hearrs of thoſe that fit at he Stern of Go- 
vernment, and give the Subjeds patient and willing minds 
to Obedience. For now the People will have juſt 
cauſe to rejoyce and be thankful ro his Sacred Majeſty 
for his Acts of Grace and Favour coaferr'd upon them —— 
And we adviſe the People of Scetiand and Holand, and 
ſome others places under Cancer, to att warily and wah 
much caution, for the Moos (as we ſaid before) 1s 1n her 
Detrimentſeparating from the Oppoſition of rhe io inferiour 
Plaz:ts, ad applying ro the Oypoſition of the rwo ſuperi» 
ours We expect ſtrange uncertain” weather , - and 
that moſt kind of Grain ſhould advance in Price, and a 
general ſcarcity much feared as things appear at pretent.
